Why I Cannot Be A 


ROMAN CATHOLIC

I want to speak to you on the 
subject of why I cannot be a Ro- 
man Catholic, and I want to make 
a few prefatory remarks before 
I begin with the subject. First of 
all, what I have to say is not ad- 
dressed to anyone personally. This 
message does not have to do with 
personalities, but it has to do with 
the system of doctrines taught by 
the Roman Catholic Church. My 
heart goes out to people who to- 
day are members of the Roman 
Catholic Church.

You will find my text in Matt- 
hew 22:42, “What think ye of 
Christ?” That question introduces 
the most unique character in all 
history. And when I say unique 
I mean that He stands alone. He 
has no equal. “Behold, a greater 
than Solomon?’ He is Lord of lords 
and King of kings. 


“What think ye of Christ?” 
Why is He the most unique char- 
acter in all history? I answer: be- 
cause of the way He was born, 
because of the way He lived, 
worked and taught, and because 
of the way. He died. Now let us ex- 
amine Him as He is presented to 
us in the Word of God. 


1. No Man Was Ever Born 
Like Jesus 


He did not begin to live when 
He was born. His birth was only 
an incident in His life. He always 
had lived. Nineteen hundred years 
ago He stepped down from His 
Jofty throne and took upon Him 
the form of a babe. For a little 
over thirty years He appeared in 
human flesh. Then He went back 
to the glory He had left, and there 
He is today. 


“Christ Jesus: Who, being in the 
form of God, thought it not rob- 
bery to be equal with God: But 
made himself of no reputation, and 
took upon him the form of a ser- 
vant, and was made in the like- 
ness of men: And being found in 
fashion as a man, he humbled him- 
self, and became obedient unto 
death, even the death of the cross. 
Wherefore God also hath highly 
exalted him, and given him a name 
which is above every name: That 
at the name of Jesus every knee 
should bow, of things in heaven, 
and things in earth, and things 
under the earth; And that every 
tongue should confess that Jesus 
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Of course not.

No other was ever born like 
that. I did not live before my birth. 
My life began when I was born. I 
had no pre-existence. 


Then, too, He was virgin born. 
He had no human father. He was 
conceived of the Holy Ghost. He 
recognized no one but God as His 
father. Hence, He was unique in 
His birth. 


2. No Man Ever Lived 
Like Jesus 


He lived a_sinless life. Never 
once did He yield to. temptation. 
In fact, He challenged His enemies 
to accuse Him of sin. His life was 
absolutely stainless. How different 
from yours and mine! 


Then, too, He lived knowing the 
end from the beginning. He pre- 
dicted His own suffering, death 
and resurrection, and that is the 
most meticulous detail. Nor did 
He make any effort to escape, even 
though He knew what was going 
to happen. 

How different from us! First, we 
do not know the future, and if we 
did, we would put forth every ef- 
fort to avoid it. But not Jesus. 
With His face set like flint, He

Can you see the future? Do you

But Jesus knew, 
and in that knowledge which He 
alone possessed, He was the most 
unique character in all history. 


3. No Man Ever Worked 
Like Jesus 


He demonstrated His power over 
nature. He said to the raging sea, 
“Peace, be still,” and there was a 
great calm. The wind and the 
waves obeyed His voice. He was in 
control of the elements. 

He demonstrated His power over 
demons. When a mad, demon-pos- 
sessed maniac came _ rushing 
toward Him, He spoke and some 
two thousand demons obeyed His 
word of command. He was in con- 
trol of the demon world. 

He demonstrated His power over 
sickness. Lepers were cleansed by 
His touch. Fevers left when He 
spoke. The blind saw, the deaf 
heard, the lame walked. No case 
was incurable. He was in control 
of disease. 

He demonstrated His power over 
death. Three times He raised the 
dead to life again. A little girl and 
a young man were restored. Laz- 
arus, who had been dead four days, 
was brought back to life. He was 
in control of death. 

Is there any other realm? I 
know of none. These four—nature, 
demons, disease and death—-com- 
prise all, and He demonstrated His 
power over all of them. He was su- 
preme in every realm. NO man is, 
Hence, He was the most unique 
character in all history,

claimed, “But I say,” thus super- 
seding Moses and his teachings. 

He was never conquered or cor- 
nered. During His last week in 
Jerusalem, when the scribes and 
Pharisees tried to trap Him, He 
always gave the right answer. 
First it was the Herodians, then 
the Sadducees, and last of all the 
Pharisees. Each had a question 
that they thought unanswerable, 
but He was never silenced. What 
man could answer as He did? In 
any court the average lawyer, at 
some time or other, can confuse 
the witness. No man could pos- 
sibly face such a test. But He did 
and they never caught Him once. 
In fact, when they had failed to 
trap Him, He Himself asked just 
one question and they were si- 
lenced. They had no answer. 

Think of a Jewish carpenter op- 
posing the greatest religious lead- 
ers Of His day, answering all their 
questions and then putting them to 
rout! “What manner \)f man is 
this?” He a mere man? Impossi- 
ble! 


5. No Man Ever Died 
Like Jesus 


He did not have to die; He vol- 
untarily dismissed His spirit. He 
claimed that He had power to lay 
down His life and power to take 
it again, and He did just that. He 
cried out “It is finished!” and 
gave up the ghost. 

No one else has ever died at 
will. You cannot; I cannot. Try 
it if you want to just lie down and 
say, ““_Now I am going to die.”

Wrestling at Jabbok 


However, God loved this man, 
and brought him down to Jabbok. 


I have been to Jabbok myself, not 
literally, but in spirit, for God 
cannot bear for us to live a low 
down life. Let us picture that 
scene! 


The stars shining ‘above, the 
brook rushing down to the Jordan, 
the trees and shrubs overhanging 
it! Rachel the beloved, Leah and 
the children, the flocks and herds 
had all gone forward, and Jacob 
was left alone. And the angel of 
God met him (Gen. 32:24). Too 
often that wonderful scene has 
been used.as a symbol of wrestling 
prayer, but it is not meant to be 
taken only in that sense. It seems 
to me that it was not Jacob who 
wrestled with the angel, but the 
angel who wrestled with Jacob. It 
was as though God knew it was 
his only chance. He wanted to lift 
Jacob up to a new royal life, and 
so He actually wrestled with him 
as though to compel him to yield 
to Him. Jacob was a proud man. 
He stood his ground and resisted 
the effort of the angel to humble 
him. He struggled. He antagonized 
the angel of God’s love. It was only 
when the angel put forth his hand 
and touched the sinew of his thigh, 
which shriveled as a cord in the 
flame, and the man was no longer 
able to resist, that he cast his 
arms around the angel and said: 

“T yield, I yield! But I will not 
let thee go until thou bless me!” 

The angel blessed him, and said: 
“What is thy name?” 

He answered: “‘Jacob—supplant- 
er, cheat, mean, crafty.” 

The angel said, ‘“‘No more Jacob, 
but Israel! God wants you to leave 
all that behind and step up into a 
royal life.” 

Did you ever have that experi- 
ence in your life? I had it twenty 
years ago, and I think many an- 
other can point back to some se- 
cret hour when God’s angel came 
to lift him back into princeliness, 
and make him the servant of God. 
Perhaps when your wife lay at the 
point of death and the angel came, 
and you vowed if God would spare 
her to you you would live a wor- 
thy, godly life. You remember, 
woman, that time when your first 
babe was dangerously ill. You sat 
at the bedside and lifted up your 
heart to God and said, “If thou 
wilt spare my child I will renounce 
my worldliness, my low living, and 
I will live a true Christian life.” 
That was your Jabbok, and you 
left it resolved that God and you 
would be forever in close and 
blessed fellowship. 

But what happened the next 
day? 

It seems too awful to tell, be- 
cause it is so true-not only of Ja- 
cob but of ourselves. Esau met 
him, and instead of trusting God,

Sermons from Science to Be 
Used by Chinese Nationalists 


Chinese Nationalist troops will 
soon be seeing the same films used 
by the United States Air Force 
character guidance program. 

At the request of Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek, Robert L. Con- 
stable, vice-president of Moody 
Bible Institute, flew to Formosa 
recently to present the Institute’s 
gospel-science films to the Gener- 
alissimo. He plans to set up a film 
distribution program among the 
millions of Chinese Nationalists on 
the island. Mr. Constable took the 
Mandarin translations of “Ser- 
mons from Science” films to For- 
mosa. (The films already have 
sound tracks in 14 different trans- 
lations.) Also on his itinerary Mr. 
Constable plans to visit with In- 
stitute alumni in Japan, India, 
Egypt and the Holy Land; pre- 
miere the Institute’s “Voice of the 
Deep” in Norway, and meet with 
other film committees in England 
and Europe. 

His trip is part of a program 
sponsored by a special donation for 
the expansion of the film program 
and for wider distribution of the 
gospel-science films.

Jacob gave him a lame excuse why 
he could not go with him (Gen. 
33:13). As soon as Esau’s back was 
turned the crafty Jacob turned in 
the opposite direction and made 
for a fat valley and land of pasture 
where his cattle and sheep could 
get all they needed, whilst his sons 
and himself could do a big trade 
with the men of Shechem. We are 
told he pitched his tent toward 
Shechem, and worse than that, he 
bought a parcel of a field. He who 
had come of a pilgrim race, who 
ought to have trusted God and 
known that God would give him 
the whole land, became a free- 
holder and bought some real estate 
right over against Shechem, one 
of the worst cities of the country. 
For wealth and gain he threw 
himself and his wife and children 
into the-closest possible contact 
with this city, and you will hear 
presently what came of it.

Listen, you men who are making 
money! There is a tendency on the 
part of the Christian man, when he 
begins to make money, to say, “I 
can now live in a larger house. I 
can go into better society.” ‘Too 
often acting thus, you place your 
children under that _ influence 
which is to them what Shechem 
was to Jacob. What is the result? 
Your children at once begin to get 
worldly notions. They go into balls 
and dances and theaters. You ex- 
/pose your sons and daughters to 
‘companions who will lead them 
to perdition. I don’t say you ought 
'to deny your children education 
|or anything which makes life 
bright and happy for them, but I 
| do say when you have given your 
|family a house according to your 
|means and provided for the educa- 


tion and pleasure and recreation | 


'of your children, you ought to look 
|upon the increase of your prosper- 
ity as a talent from God. You 
should use anything that is over

name put it away! Can you allow 
filthy novels to eat out the very 
score of your heart and blast the 
purity and virtue which are your 
chief graces? In the name of God, 
I ask you, whatever secret idols 
you are worshiping, that you tear 
them from their throne and open 
your heart to Jesus Christ, so that 
you may have no influence for 
evil, but every influence for good. 

Rachel ought to have been Ja- 
cob’s good angel. She should have 
said, “Husband, don’t go there! Re- 
member the children!” 

But they drifted together, and 
for four or five years they lived 
near that prosperous, idolatrous 
city. 

And what happened next? 

We are told in Genesis 34 that 
Dinah, Jacob’s only daughter, 
went out to see the daughters of 
the land. Poor child! She had been 
put in the way of temptation, and 
like a gnat she began to flit around 
the candle flame. It may be that 
home was irksome, it may be there 
was quarreling there among her 
brothers, it may be that she lacked 
tenderness and sweetness from 
those who lived with her. So she 
took a step from which there was 
no stepping back. She lost her hon- 
or, and ultimately brought dis- 
grace and shame upon her father’s 
home. 

Who was to blame for all that? 


Sham jewelry, feathers, ribbons 
and things of that sort. There were 
eight cards, each covered with 
things that had been idols to some. 

A man sitting behind me point- 
ed and said, “That was my pipe.” 

A woman said, “See my bow of 
ribbon?” 

Those simple people felt that 
these things had become idols to 
them, and they had given them 
up.

If there is 
anything of that sort in your life, 
I pray you put it away! 

But you ask, “How can you put 
these things away?” 

There is only one way. Take 
them as God’s gift. As soon as 
you begin to look upon them as 
His loan, the fear of their hurting 
vou passes away, if they are le- 
gitimate., Test yourself and say: 
“Christ, from henceforth I treat 
this as Thy gift to me, to be used 
for Thee!”

I would like to make a com- 
ment about the Roman Catholic 
Bible versus our Bible. The Ro- 
man Catholic Bible, as we find it 
today, includes the apocryphal 
books which were never received 
by the early church and whose 
writings are on a lower level in 
comparison with the real canon 


whole body! Never allow an ex- 
pression which is capable of a 
double meaning. Never let a 
thought intrude which is not just 
what it should be. Don’t look at 
those unclean pictures. Don’t read 
those unclean books. 

“Change your garments!” It 
may be you have dressed in pollu- 
ted garments. I say to you, put 
off the old man and put on Jesus 
Christ, and say: “I am going to 
live henceforth as Jesus Christ 
would live were He in my place.” 

Jacob did it, and he went back 
to Bethel, and a wonderful thing 
happened. God said to him: “Your 
name shall no more be Jacob, but 
Israel.” Then He added, “I am 
God Almighty’—as much as to 
say, “Jacob, you sought Shechem 
because you thought you would do 
better, and now you stand alone 
and wonder what is going to hap- 
pen next. I am going to be with 
you. I am God Almighty. I will 
meet all demands. I will stand 
sponsor for you. Reckon on me. I 
will see you through.” 

Now look to Jesus! Open your 
heart to Him. Give Him your 
Whole nature. Don’t let there be 
any secrets. He will give you a 
1ew name. He will be to you God 
Almighty. He will make you fruit- 
‘ul and will multiply you. And may 
you and He live together in blessed 
ellowship until He makes up His 
iewels.

of the Word, a fact which can be 
discerned by real comparative 
reading. For this and other valid 
reasons the apocryphal books have 
been rejected from the Canon of 
Scripture. But now coming to the 
point: the Bible that we have as 
Protestants was first of all trans- 
lated from the original Greek and 
Hebrew to English and so we have 
it today; and those books of the 
Roman Catholic Bible which 
harmonize with the books that we 
have were translated originally 
from the languages of the origin- 
al manuscripts to Latin and then 
again translated to English. In 
other words, what was said in the 
original manuscripts was_ trans- 
lated first to Latin and from that 
to English, and the business of 
the translator was simply to say 
in Latin and then in English that 
which was said in the original 
manuscripts. With this generally 
we have no quarrel. What we re- 
ject are the apocryphal books. I 
have sat down with my English 
Bible, King James Version, with 
Roman Catholics, and we have 
compared verse for verse certain 
passages of the Scripture, and we 
found that neither of us had any 
differences to quarrel about con- 


cerning translations of the pas-}- 


sages we considered. 


I cannot be a Roman Catholic 
because I do not believe in the 
primacy of Peter and the author- 
ity of her popes. Please read Luke 
22 :24-30 in this regard. Then let 
us get the setting of this picture. 
The place was the upper room and 
the time a few hours before the 
Lord Jesus was brought to trial 
and crucified. The conversation of 
the disciples had to do with who 
should be counted the greatest 
among them, and if ever the Lord 
Jesus had a time and a place to 
assert the primacy of Peter, that 
was it; but, on the contrary, He 
used that moment to impress to 
His disciples that no such ar- 
rangement could be pleasing to 
Him and that the very opposite 
was His will for His people. “The 
Kings of the Gentiles exercise 
lordship over them: . .. but ye 
shall not be so.” And Rome is 
guilty of flying in the face of the 
Lord's imperative in this regard 
and has set up in the city of Rome 
the very type of a thing that the 
Lord Jesus absolutely forbids and 
today we see an organization pre- 
tending to be the mouthpiece of 
God on earth with a governmental 
organization exercising Lordship 
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tantly to it this year. Please pray 
for us in these soul-winning ac- 
tivities! 
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and authority in direct violation 
of the Lord’s command—and [ 
cannot be a Roman Catholic be- 
cause on the authority of this 
Scripture I do not believe that the 
authority of any church or any 
home is to be set above the au- 
thority of the Bible. 


II. I cannot be a Roman Catho- 
lic because I do not believe 
in the infallibility of 
her popes. 


Rome falsely declares that Peter 
was the first pope. If so, there are 
a number of facts that must be 
faced. In the first place, the Bible 
is absolutely silent on this, mak- 
ing no suggestion that Peter was 
ever in Rome. When Paul wrote 
his epistle to the Romans, no men- 
tion is made of Peter nor are the 
people in Rome instructed to ex- 
pect his coming or to acknowledge 
him as the vicar of Christ on 
earth. Again, if Peter was the 
vicar of Christ on earth he was 
ignorant of this fact for he cer- 
tainly went out of his way to ig- 
nore the office in his epistles of 
first and second Peter. In I Peter 
2:21-25 he ignored the opportun- 
ity of relating himself to Christ 
as the vicar of Christ if such was 
truly his position, when he spoke 
without making any mention of 
himself but the Lord Jesus as be- 
ing “. .. the Shepherd and Bishop 
of your souls.” 


The Roman Catholic Church has 
entirely missed the meaning of 
Matthew 16:18, where the Lord 
Said in response to Peter’s con- 
fession of faith, “. Thou art 
Peter, and upon this rock I will 
build my church ... ” Now 
while Rome has missed the mean- 
ing of what the Lord meant, Peter 
did not miss that meaning, and 
he tells us plainly in I Peter 2 
that he himself is not that rock 
but the Lord Jesus Christ is the 
“chief corner stone, elect, pre- 
cious, and he that believeth on 
him shall not be confounded.” 
“Unto you therefore which be- 
{Christ}. is precious: but

head of the corner.” I cannot be 
a Roman Catholic. I do not be- 
lieve in the infallibility of her 
popes; for if Peter was the first 
Pope, Paul demonstrates that he 
was not infallible. (Gal. 2:11). In 
Galatians 2:14, Paul says con- 
cerning Peter that he, along with 
others, “walks not uprightly ac- 
cording to the truth of the Gos- 
pel.” Therefore Paul says, “I with- 


portraying the coming work of the 
Lamb of God who would take 
away the sins of the world. And

I cannot accept the Roman 
Catholic doctrine of salvation be- 
ing granted only to the Roman 
Catholic Church. 

In the Catechism, questions 166- 
168, the questions asked are: 


166. Are all obligated to be- 
long to the Catholic Church in 
order to be saved? 

All are obligated to belong to 
the Catholic Church in order to 
be saved. 

167. What do we mean when 
we say, “Outside the Church is 
no salvation”? 

When we say, “Outside the 
Church there is no salvation,” 
we mean that those who through 
their own grave fault do not 
know that the Catholic Church 
is the true church, or knowing 
it, refuse to join it, cannot be 
saved. 

168. Can they be saved who 
remain outside the Catholic 
Church because they do not 
know it is the true Church? 

They who remain outside the 
Catholic Church through no 
grave fault of their own and do 
not know it is the true Church, 
can be saved by making use of 
the graces which God gives 
them. 


Nowhere does the Scripture bear 


this out. Neither Peter, nor Paul, 


nor any of the New Testament 
writers enunciated such a doc- 
trine. But one simple answer to 
the question of salvation is found 
in Acts 16:31, “Believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ and thou shalt 
be saved.” 


IV. I cannot be a Roman Cath- 
olic because I cannot accept 
her idolatry and Maryola- 
try, that is, her worship 

of saints and angels, 
and Mary. 


Rome openly speaks of Mary as 
the mother of God. SHE IS NOT!! 
She is simply the mother of the 
humanity of Jesus Christ. Mary 
is not the mother of the second 
person of the Trinity, God the 
Son. Rome speaks of Mary as 
without original sin. In the 
Catechism, question 62, we find— 


62. Was any human person 
ever preserved from original sin? 


The Blessed Virgin Mary was 
preserved from original sin in 
view of the merits of her divine 
Son; and this privilege is called 
her Immaculate Conception. 


In Luke 1:47 Mary herself 
acknowledges her need of a per- 
sonal Saviour when she declares, 
“My spirit hath rejoiced in God my 
Saviour.” Rome openly makes of 
Mary one who ascended to Heav- 
en bodily immediately after death. 
In the Catechism, question 178, 
we find: 


178. Has the body of any hu- 
man person~ ever been raised 


I have been dealing with|

My con- | 
fidence was betrayed, and the | 
money I invested was received 
by the institution under false 
pretenses. I have assured all the 
Christians who have invested 
money in Bob Jones University 
that the money would be used 
along orthodox evangelistic 
lines. We have never betrayed 
the trust. We are now in our 
twenty-seventh year, and we 
are in the midst of one of the 
most wonderful (and I believe 
the most wonderful) years we 
have ever had.

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from the dead and taken into 
Heaven? 

By the special privilege of her 
Assumption, the body of the 
Blessed Virgin Mary, preserved 
from corruption, was raised from 
the dead and taken into Heaven. 


Now I want to call to your at- 
tention first of all to the truth of 
the Bible. Rome, in order to prove 
the Assumption of Mary’s body in- 
to Heaven, states a quotation 
from Luke 10:38-42 in which the 
declaration is made, ‘“‘Mary has 
chosen the best part.” However, 
Rome does not tell you that there 
were several ladies in the Bible 
by the name of Mary and that the 
Mary of Luke 10 is not the moth- 
er of Jesus, but Mary the sister 
of Martha and of Lazarus. Laz- 
arus was not the uncle of Jesus, 
nor was Martha His aunt. Mary, 
Martha and Lazarus, of Luke 10, 
lived in the city of Bethany which 
was not the city of Mary, the 
mother of Jesus. John 11:2 identi- 
fies clearly the woman by the 
name of Mary spoken of in Luke 
10:38-42 and these folks are no 
relation to the Lord Jesus and the 
tragic fact remains that Rome 
would seek to build a doctrine on 
a statement involving a woman 
other than the mother of our Lord 
and seek to force it as applying 
to her. 


Rome- openly makes of Mary a 
mediator; On page 414 of the 
Catechism is found prayers to be 
recited after the celebration of 
Low Mass, I call your attention to 
this prayer to Mary: 


Hail, Holy Queen, Mother of 
mercy, hail, our life, our sweet- 
ness, and our hope! To thee do 
we cry, poor banished children of 
Eve! To thee do we send up 
our sighs, mourning and weep- 
ing in this vale of tears! Turn 
then, most gracious advocate, 
thine eyes of mercy towards us; 
and after this, our exile, show 
unto us the blessed fruit of thy 
womb, Jesus! O clement, O lov- 
ing, O sweet Virgin Mary! Pray 
for us, O Holy Mother of God: 
That we may be made worthy 
of the promises of Christ. 


This does not stand up in the 
light of I Timothy 2:5 or Luke 
11:27. Jesus was teaching a crowd 
and in the midst of that gather- 
ing stood a certain woman of the 
company who lifted up her voice 
with the first hymn of Maryola- 
try, and this woman declared, 
“Blessed is the womb that bear 
thee, and the paps which thou has 
sucked.” Now if Maryolatry were 
ever the will of God, here is 
Christ’s opportunity to assert it. 
But instead He turns the atten- 
tion of the crowd from the wor- 
Ship of Mary to that of our own 
simple Word of God by declar- 
ing, “Yea rather, blessed are they 
that hear the Word of God, and 
keep it.” 

And finally I would like to make 
a reference to other idolatries of 
Rome. Again the Catechism, page 
415, we find this prayer to Saint 
Michael, the Archangel. 


Saint Michael, the Archangel, 

- defend us in battle; be our’ de- 
fense against the wickedness 
and snares of the Devil. May 
God rebuke him, we humbly 
pray; and do thou, O Prince of 
the heavenly host, by the power 
of God, thrust into Hell Satan 
and the other evil spirits who 
prowl about the world for the 
ruin of souls. Amen. 


In the “Mass Book” published 
by the Paulist Press we read these 


words on page 14:

through the great gaping wound 
in His side, then the way was open 
to God, and the veil in the temple 
between the outside world and the 
holy of holies was torn in two 
from the top to the bottom and 
fell aside. 

Surely this means that in the 
death of Christ every barrier be- 
tween God and sinful men was 
torn aside and now all who will 
may enter into the holy of holies 
of God through our crucified Sav- 
iour. 

This does not mean that no one 
was saved before the crucifixion. 
Certainly multitudes were saved, 
but they were saved just exactly 
as men are saved today, by faith 
in Christ. In God’s plan, Christ 
was “the Lamb slain from the 
foundation of the world” (Rev. 13: 
8). God had promised to pay for 
the sins of mankind in the death 
of His Son. And God’s promissory 
note was as good as cash. When 
‘Abraham believed God it was 
counted to him for righteousness 
(Gen. 15:6). And so Abraham and 
righteous Abel and every other 
one who came to God by faith in 
the coming Lamb of God were 
saved. But they were saved only 
because a just and holy God would 
keep His word and provide a 
Lamb for the sacrifice and pay for 
man’s sin. 

Down through the centuries the 
Jews went through all the ordin- 
ances of the ceremonial law. They 
brought their sacrifices, they cir- 
cumcised their sons, they anointed 
their priests, they worshiped in 
and before the tabernacle and then 
in the temple. They kept their 
appointed feasts and _  sabbaths. 
They listened to the prophets of 
God, but all the work of priests 
and prophets and holy men failed 
to open the way to God. 

Let us refresh our minds about 
the holy of holies and the veil 
that separated it from the rest of 
the temple and from the entire 
world. Hebrews 9:1-15 says: 


“Then verily the first covenant 
had also ordinances of divine serv- 
ice, and a worldly sanctuary. For 
there was a tabernacle made; the 
first, wherein was the candlestick, 
und the table, and the shewbread; 
which is called the sanctuary. And 
after the second veil, the taber- 


nacle which is called the Holiest 
of all; Which had the golden cen- 
ser, and the ark of the covenant 
overlaid round about with gold, 
wherein was the golden pot that 
had manna, and Aaron’s rod that 
budded, and the tables of the cove- 
nant. And over it the cherubims 
of glory shadowing the mercy- 
seat; of which we cannot now 
speak particularly. Now when 
these things were thus ordained, 
the priests went always into the 
first tabernacle, accomplishing the 
service of God. But into the sec- 
ond went the high priest alone 
once every year, not without 
blood, which he offered for him- 
self, and for the errors of the 
people: The Holy Ghost this signi- 
fying, that the way into the holiest 
of all was not yet made manifest, 
while as the first tabernacle was 
yet standing: Which was a figure 
for the time then present, in which 
were offered both gifts and sacri- 
fices, that could not make him 
that did the service perfect, as 
pertaining to the conscience: 
Which stood only in meats and 
drinks, and divers washings, and 
carnal ordinances, imposed on 
them until the time of reforma- 
tion. But Christ being come an - 
high priest of good things to come, 
by a greater and more perfect ta- 
bernacle, not made with hands, 
that is to say, not of this build- 
ing: Neither by the blood of goats 
and calves, but by his own blood 
he entered in once into the holy 
place, having obtained eternal re- 
demption for us. For if the blood 
of bulls and of goats, and the 
ashes of an heifer sprinkling the 
unclean, sanctifieth to the purify- 
ing of.the flesh: How much more 
shall the blood of Christ, who 
through the eternal Spirit offered 
himself without spot to God, purge 
your conscience from dead works 
to serve the living God? And for 
this cause he is the mediator of 
the new testament, that by means 
of death, for the redemption of 
the transgressions that were un- 
der the first testament, they which 
are called might receive the pro- 
mise of eternal inheritance.” 


The temple was more elaborate 
than the tabernacle, but it was 
essentially the same. First there

To thee, O blessed Joseph, we 
fly in our tribulation, and after 
imploring the help of the Most 
Holy Spouse, we earnestly and 
confidently invoke thy protec- 
tion, too. By the charity that 
united thee to the Immaculate 
Mother of God, we beseech thee 
by the paternal love with which 
thou didst enfold the Divine 
Child, we suppliantly entreat 
thee to look down with benign- 
ant eye on the heritage which 
Jesus Christ has acquired by 
His blood, and to succor us in 
our necessities by thy powerful 
aid. 

O Most provident Guardian of 
the Most Holy Family, protect 
the elect race of Jesus Christ. 
Keep far from us, O most loving 
Father, the plague of error and 
corruption. In this warfare with 
the Powers of Darkness be with 
us, O thou, our strong Defender 
from on high. And as of old 
thou didst rescue the Child 


| Jesus from imminent peril to 


His life, so now deliver the Holy 
Church of God from the snares 
of her enemies and from all ad- 
versity, and cover each one of 
us with thy continual protec- 
tion.

“I do not remember,” says St. 
Teresa, “ever to have asked any- 
thing of St. Joseph which he did 
not obtain for me.” 

This is in direct violation of Co- 
lossians 2:18-23, which says: 


“Let no man beguile you of your 
reward in a voluntary humility and 
worshipping of angels, intruding 
into those things which he hath 
not seen, vainly puffed up by his 
fleshly mind, And not holding the 
Head from which all the body by 
joints and bands having nourish- 
ment ministered and knit together, 
increaseth with the increase of 
God. Wherefore if ye be dead with 
Christ from the rudiments of the 
world, why, as though living in the 
world, are ye subject to ordi- 
nances, (Touch not; taste not; 
handle not; Which all are to perish 
with the using;) after the com- 
mandments and doctrines of men? 
Which things have indeed a shew 
of wisdom in worship, and humili- 
ty, and neglecting of the body; not 
in any honour to the satisfying 
of the flesh.” 


I conclude therefore that I can- 
not be a Roman Catholic because 
I do not believe that the authority 
of any church is to be set above 
the authority of the Bible, nor do 
I believe in the claims she makes 
for her Pope. Again, I cannot’ ac- 
cept the teaching of her priest- 
hood and I abhor her idolatries. 
But I thank God for the plain 
and clear teaching of His Word 
and the sufficiency therefore, and 
the clarity with which it speaks, 
unmasking every form of decep- 
tion fostered by the courts of men.

was a court. Here was the great 
brass altar of burnt offering. Then 
inside that was the holy place, like 
the first room of the tabernacle 
in the wilderness, where had been 
kept the candlestick with the 
seven golden lamps, the table, and 
the shewbread. And yet inside this 
holy place was another called the 
holiest of all or “the holy of hol- 
ies.”’ 

Of the temple and tabernacle 
worship, this was the very heart. 
in this holy of holies the 
cherubims stretched out their 
wings over the ark of the cove- 
nant, a gold-plated box in which 
had been kept the tables of stone 
with the ten commandments, 
Aaron’s rod that budded, and the 
golden pot that had manna mira- 
culously kept fresh these many 
centuries since the Israelites came 
from the wilderness into the pro- 
mised land. And the lid of this box 
was the mercy seat, and above it 
dwelt the very presence of God, 
the God who manifested Himself 
by day in the pillar of cloud, and 
by night by the pillar of fire. The 
Shekinah glory in the holy of hol- 
ies was the pure and holy God, 
the Creator, who deigned to make 
Himself known to the race that 
He created and loves. 

Before the mercy seat, but se- 
parated from it by the veil, there 
stood in the outer room or holy 
place the altar of incense. Yet the 
sweet odours of the incense rising 
like the prayers of mankind could 
not enter into the holy of holies 
and the presence of God, being 
forever shut out by the great veil. 
And in that outer room there went 
on continually the work of the 
priests, and before the temple the 
offering of many sacrifices, yet all 
these were shut away from the 
presence of God by the omg 

Symbolically, in the holy of hoi- 
ies was God. Outside was man- 
kind. And into the holy of holies 


there was not a door, not an open- 
ing at all. And the meaning of that 
is made clear in Hebrews 9:8: 
“The Holy Ghost this signifying, 
that the way into the holiest of all 
was not yet made manifest, while 
as the first tabernacle was yet 
standing.” Until Jesus died, the 
way to God was not made clear. 
was not made manifest. Only by 
the death of Christ, the tearing 
of His flesh in the utter ruin and 
death and sorrow and condemna- 
tion of a lost sinner, could the 
veil between God and man be 
taken away so man could come to 
God in peace. Thus when Christ 
died the veil in the temple was 
rent in twain from the top to the 
bottom and the pieces fell aside. 
For the first time in all the cen- 
turies, then, the way into the holy 
of holies itself was opened wide 
and the merest outsider could 
look, yea, even could come into 
the holy presence of the Shekinah 
glory! 

When the Lord Jesus died on 
the cross, He tore down every 
barrier between man and God. 
These barriers were: (1) the need 
for peace-making sacrifices; (2) 
the lack of a sufficient high priest; 
(3) the limitations of people and 
place. 


I. The Barrier of 
Peacemaking Sacrifices 


Ever since man first sinned, he 
has felt the desolate sense of God's 
condemnation. When a loving God 
walked in the garden of Eden in 
the cool of the day and called 
tenderly to Adam, “Where art 
thou?” (Gen. 3:9), Adam ran and 
hid himself, knowing that he was 
naked. So every sinner fears God, 
runs from God, and sometimes 
even hates God because of the 
overwhelming consciousness that 
he is not fit to face God. We know 
that “all things are naked and 


opened unto the eyes of him with 
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whom we have to do” (Heb. 4: 
13), for there is not a single crea- 
ture that is not manifest in His 
sight. So how can any sinner ever 
face God with the weight of his 
sins still on his conscience? How 
can any fallen creature whose 
mind is at enmity with God, whose 
past is an open book before God, 
whose deceitful heart God Him- 
self knows far better than the sin- 
ner knows—how can such a man 
ever come to God unless in some 
way God can be appeased? 


So down through the centuries 
man has sought by some means to 
appease the wrath of an angry 
God. We ought to preach that “the 
wages of sin is death,” for despite 
all the modern infidelity, the con- 
science of mankind tells us that 
it is so, and that we who are sin- 
ners will die, yea, ought to die, 
for our sins. It is brazen hypo- 
crisy, it is proud blindness that 
leads any man to think he can 
stand before God until sin is in 
some way paid for and the wrath 
of a righteous God against sin is 
appeased. 

Blood is the only remedy for 
sin. Even heathen savages seem 
to know that. And from righteous 
Abel on down, men have been 
bringing bloody sacrifices to God. 
Adam and Eve were hardly out- 
side the garden of Eden, fallen by 
their sin, until God killed innocent 


beasts, and taking skins, made 
them garments to cover their 
nakedness. Innocent blood was 


shed to cover the guilty. And when 
we come to the Mosaic law, we 
find that “almost all things are 
by the law purged with blood: 
and without shedding of blood is 
no remission” (Heb. 9:22). 


Blood! Blood! Blood! BLOOD! 
BLOOD! Without shedding of 
BLOOD is no remission of sin! So 
a river of blood rolls down through 
the centuries, the blood of sacri- 
fices offered by mankind trying to 
appease God. In Egypt it was 
blood on the door facings and the 
lintel above the door, the blood of 
the passover lamb. When God saw 
the -blood on the door, the death 
angel passed by the first-born in 
that home. It was by blood that 
the priests were consecrated. It 
was by blood that the altar was 
dedicated. 

Unbelievers, godless men who 
would steal the heart out of the 
Christian faith, have mocked that 
old-time Christians had “a slaugh- 
ter-house religion.” Well, and so 
they did, and so they still have, if 
they have the Bible kind. For 
without shedding of blood is no 
remission. 

Jews were not allowed to eat 
blood; it was sacred (Lev. 3:17; 
Lev. 7:26,27). Even the blood of a 
wild animal slain in the woods 
must be poured out and covered 
with dust (Lev. 17:13). 


The blood of bulls and goats 
never did take away sin, but all 
the sacrifices of the Old Testa- 
ment pointed to one holy Sacrifice 
that would be made that could ap- 
pease the wrath of a justly angry 
God, and so make peace. 

The bullock represented the 
burden-bearing Saviour who would 
come. And so the bullocks were 
slain, millions of them through 
the centuries, and yet no steer or 


ox ever carried the load that 
mounted continually on men’s 
hearts. 


The scapegoat pictured One who 
could carry away the sins of man- 
kind into the wilderness and from 
the face of God, and at the same 
time One who could bear all our 
blame on Himself. And yet all the 
goats that were killed and all 
those turned loose in the wilder- 
ness never eased one particle of 
the heartbreaking consciousness of 
guilt that weighted down human 
souls from the Garden of Eden 
until now! 


The mourning turtledove was 
offered in sacrifice, and its head 
was wrung off and its blood pour- 
ed out, picturing the One who 
would be the “Man of sorrows and 
acquainted with grief,’ so that 
mankind might be glad and grieve 
no longer. And yet the_ hapless 
creatures, the fluttering fowls that 
died by the millions in the sacri- 
fices, never stopped tears from one 
human eye nor comforted an an- 
guished heart! 


The pigeon, pure and _ white, 
symbolized the purity of the One 
who would come and live in pur- 
ity in every heart. But when puls- 
ing. red blood stained the white 
feathers of innocent fowls down 
through the ages, not a single Jew- 


ish heart was ever washed white 
and clean! It took a better blood 
than this to appease the wrath of 
God and to cleanse human hearts! 


And the lamb was probably the 
favorite sacrifice. There was a 
lamb every morning and a lamb 
every evening. A lamb or a ram 
was offered for a sin offering or 
a burnt offering. The tithe of the 
flocks was brought to God, and a 
river of blood was poured out at 
the big brazen altar, day after 
day, week after week, month after 
month, and year after year, and 
century after century! The lamb 
pictured the innocent, defenseless 
One, dying without a murmur for 
the guilty. 

The passover lamb was killed 
only once each year, one lamb for 
a family, sometimes for two fam- 
ilies. We estimate that there were 
a quarter of a million lambs killed 
every year on a certain afternoon. 
And this was continued for fifteen 
hundred years. That would mean 
that at a minimum estimate, 
375,000,000 lambs died, picturing 
the coming Passover Lamb of God. 
That lamb was to picture God 
seeing the blood of an innocent 
victim and passing by the one who 
ought to die. That lamb was a 
picture of the One who would 
come, “The Lamb of God which 
taketh away the sin of the world” 
(John 1:29). The blood of those 
millions of lambs would make a 
river, and yet if it were a river 
as big as the Mississippi, filled 
with the blood of lambs, it could 
not wash away the guilt and stain 
of a single sinner’s sin. It takes 
blood to pay for sin, but not that 
kind of blood! Not the 
lambs, not the blood of bullocks, 
not the blood of goats, not the 
blood of turtledoves and pigeons! 
It takes blood to pay for sin, but 
only the blood of a sinless One 
will do in the sight of a just and 
holy God. 


So through the centuries beasts 
were slain and their blood was 
poured out or sprinkled before the 
altar. But these only pictured a 
Lamb that had not come, an in- 
nocent Victim that had not been 
slain. The heart-cry of a world 
for a Sacrifice that would please 
God and make peace with an of- 
fended God was not fulfilled as 
yet, 


Into the temple every year on 
the day of atonement came the 
high priest. In holy garments, with 
a censer of live coals and sprin- 
kled thereon sweet 
came. But principally he came 
with a basin of blood. The blood 
was carried into the holy of holies 
and there sprinkled before the 
mercy seat, sprinkled before the 
Shekinah glory of God!

come to God? He came in unna- 
turally, by lifting up a corner ol 
the veil and slipping inside. He 
came in as a man who had no 
right to come in. He came in pic- 
turing one who does not come 
through the door. Into the door- 
less room of the holy of holies 
came the high priest once every 
vear. There he sprinkled the blood. 
And the bright red drops of blood 
fell upon the dried and clotted 
stains of the blood of a last year’s 
lamb, and the dried and clotted 
stains of the blood of the year be- 
fore that, and of the year before 
that still. And when his blood was 
sprinkled, the incense from the 
censer rose up to cloud the holy 
of holies, lest he should be strick- 
en dead by seeing too much of 
the glory of God (Lev. 16:13). 
Then when the blood was sprin- 
kled, the high priest would retire, 
and would lift the corner of the 
veil and slip away, leaving still 
the holy of holies a room with no 
door. And the high priest would 
sadly say to himself, “The way 
into the holiest of all is not yet 
rmade manifest. The holy of holies 
has no door, The blood I have of- 
fered is not sufficient. It does not 
take away sin. It does not ease 
a guilty conscience. The right 
blood has not yet been shed and 
peace has not been made, and 
man’s way to God has not been 
opened. O Lord, how long, how 
long, until God’s holy Sacrifice 
shall come whose blood can take 
away sin and open the way to 
God for mankind!” At least such 
was the meaning of these sacri- 
fices. ‘““The Holy Ghost this signi- 
fying, that the way into the holiest 
of all was not yet made manifest,

God the Father turned His face 
away. He died with all the tor- 
ments of a damned soul. He 
opened not His mouth, because 
since He died as a guilty sinner, 
He had no excuse. “For he hath 
made him to be sin for us, who 
knew no sin; that we might be 
made the righteousness of God in 
him” (II Cor. 5:21). And then 
when the time was come, Jesus 
cried triumphantly, “It is finish- 
ed” (John 19:30), and He gave up 
the ghost. The soldier thrust the 
spear into the side of the Saviour 
(John 19:34) and the blood poured 
out. THIS was the right blood. 
This was the blood of One purer 
than any pigeon, who suffered 
more sorrows for mankind than 
any mourning turtledove, who 
bore more burdens than all the 
bullocks and oxen of the ages, who 
took on Himself more sins than 
any scapegoat and carried them 
away from the presence of God! 
This is the One who suffered, the 
innocent and defenseless One for 
the guilty, as no one else ever did 
or ever could! And when God saw 
the blood of His Lamb poured out, 
saw the sins of the sinning race 
covered and hidden in the right- 
eousness of His Son, He cried out, 
“Tear down the veil! Take away 
the barriers! Make a way into the 
holy of holies! My holiness, My 
righteousness can now hold noth- 
ing against the vilest sinner who 
will come through this torn veil, 
the broken, torn, bruised and cru- 
cified Lamb of God!” And so when 
Jesus died the veil of the temple 
was rent in twain from the top 


to the bottom and the earth did 
quake and the rocks rent. 

Do you have today a sense of 
the awful guilt of your sin? Are 
you, like the pilgrim in Pilgrim’s 
Progress, weighted down with an 
awful burden, and yet set out to 
find the celestial city? Do you 
feel upon you the wrath of an an- 
gery God?’ Does your guilt mount 
up like a black storm cloud of 
Gods anger over your head? Are 
your sins like scarlet and crim- 
son? Then come, poor sinner, 
come straight home to God! There 
is no veil to hide His face from 
you! There is no barrier to stop 
your feeble and faltering foot- 
steps! God does not frown upon 
you; He smiles. God does not hate 
you; He loves you. To you who 
seek Him, God is not offended but 
is pleased. You need no longer 
wait for a peacemaking sacrifice. 
The Lamb has been slain, the 
blood has been spilt, sin has been 
paid for and the way is open to 
God! The veil is torn down. Broth- 
er, dear sinning Brother, come in 
today and find all the peace and 
joy and forgiveness and everlast- 
ing life that God has in store, al- 
ready paid for and freely offered 
to those who come through Jesus 
Christ our Lord! 

Human righteousness has failed. 
It never did please .God. God 
knows that “the heart is deceitful 
above all things, and desperately 
wicked: who can know it?” (Jer. 
17:9). God is offended when we 
offer any of our righteous deeds. 
He says, “But we are all as an un- 
clean thing, and all our righteous-

nesses are as filthy rags; and we 
all do fade as a leaf; and our ini- 
qguities, like the wind, have taken 
us away” (Isa. 64:6). To the 
Pharisees who depended upon 
their outward morality, our Lord 
Jesus said, “Woe unto you, scribes 
and Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye 
are like unto whited sepulchres, 
which tndeed appear beautiful out- 
ward, but are within full of dead 
men’s bones and of all unclean- 
ness. Even so ye also outwardly 
appear righteous unto men, but 
within ye are full of hypocrisy and 
iniquity” (Matt. 23:27, 28). Do not 
offer your own righteousness! God 
would only take one Sacrifice. It 
took blood for sin. And now Christ 
has been offered and the blood has 
been spilt and sin has been paid 
for. 


Our Catholic friends think that 
by “elevating the host,” that is, 
by the offering of the bread and 
wine, that a new sacrifice is made 
to God that is pleasing and ac- 
ceptable. But it is not so! The 
Scripture plainly said, “There re- 
maineth no more ‘sacrifice for 
sins” (Heb. 10:26). God will have 
no more sacrifice! No more is 
needed, no more is wanted, and 
He will receive no more. The only 
Sacrifice God ever did want to 
pay for sin has been offered, and 
now, thank God, the veil is torn 
down, and men may enter in bold- 
ly since Jesus died. He tore down 
all the barriers between God and 
man!

This message is not only to un- 
done sinners who never knew God, 
who never had peace and who 
never came trusting in Christ. I 
would have you know that the 
blood of Jesus Christ is the daily 
hope and assurance and cleansing 
and peace of every child of God. 
What man buys, he can sell. What 
man attains, he may lose. What 
man does can be undone. If men 
save themselves, then men must 
keep themselves. If salvation is by 
men’s works, then the keeping is 
by men’s works, too. And yet no 
man ever made peace with God. 
Rather, God has made peace with 
men through the blood of Jesus 
Christ. 

The high priest had to go into 
the holy of holies once every year, 
and yet all his going could not 
make peace with God. But how 
different is the offerjng made by 
Christ! Hebrews 9:24-28 says: 

“For Christ is not entered into 
the holy places made with hands, 
which are the figures of the true; 
but into heaven itself, now to ap- 
pear in the presence of God for 
us: Nor yet that he should offer 
himself often, as the high priest 
entereth into the holy place every 
year with the blood of others: For 
then must he often have suffered 
since the foundation of the world: 
but now once in the end of the 
world hath he appeared to put 
away sin by the sacrifice of him- 
self. And as it is appointed unto 
men once to die, but after this 
the judgment: So Christ was once 
offered to bear the sins of many; 
and unto them that look for him 
shall he appear the second time 
without sin unto salvation.” 

Once Jesus died (vs. 26), and 
so put away sin. “So Christ was 
once offered to bear the sins of 
many” (vs. 28), and so “Neither 
by the blood of goats and calves, 
but by his own blood he entered 
in once into the holy place, hav- 
ing obtained eternal redemption 
for us” (Heb. 9:12). Salvation is 
a finished business. Redemption is 
eternal. Peace has been made once 
for all.

those I do not know, those of the 
past and those of the future, even 
to my dying breath have all been 
laid on Jesus Christ, and He set- 
tled for them, settled for ALL of 
them. The last sacrifice that ever 
needs to be made has been made 
and now salvation is free so that 
“Whosoever will let him take the 
water of life freely” (Rev. 22:17). 
My safety, the first hour I trusted 
Christ, depended on the merit of 
His blood. Nothing else would do. 
And now years later, my safety 
depends solely on the merit of the 
blood of Christ. Nothing else s 
would do for an instant. I, who 

ought to be in Hell, 1, who ama 

guilty sinner, a sinner by nature, 

a sinner by choice, could only have 

peace with God when peace is 

bought by blood. But that peace- 

making Sacrifice has been made, 

the blood has been shed, and now 

the veil is torn down. The barrier 

of my sins and the need for a 
peace-making Sacrifice was torn 

down when our Lord Jesus Christ 

died on the cross and the veil in 

the temple was rent in twain from 

the top to the bottom, 


II. The Lack of a Priest and 
Mediator and Man’s Alien 
Distance From God Has 
Been Cared for in the 
Death of Christ 


Men feel themselves strangers 
from God. No holy angel ever ap- 
peared to men to bring glad tid- 
ings but his first words must be, 
“Fear not!” Man has always felt 
a need for somebody to be a me- 
diator, an advocate, a go-between 
to bridge the awful gap between 
man and God. This is why heathen 
races have their witch doctors. 
This is why when God spoke from 
the thundering, smoking Sinai to 
the assembled people of Israel, 
they trembled, and they said unto 
Moses, “Speak thou with us, and 
we will hear, but let not God 
speak with us, lest we die!” (Exod. 
20:19). 


The age-old cry of every hu- 
man heart is, in the words of Job, 
“O that one might plead for a man 
with God, as a man pleadeth for 
his neighbor!” (Job 16:21). And 
again Job cried out, “For he is 
not.a man, as I am, that I should 
answer him, and we should come 
together in judgment. Neither is 
there any daysman betwixt us, 
that might lay his hand upon us 
both. Let him take his rod away 
from me, and let not his fear ter- 
rify me: Then would I speak and 
not fear him; but it is not so with 
me” (Job 9:32-35). 


Oh, mankind must have a days- 
man, a mediator, someone who 
can come “betwixt us, that might 
lay his hand upon us both,” that 
is, upon both man and God. 

So God provided the priest- 
hood of the Old Testament to pic- 
ture the fact that one day He 
would send a mediator, both man 
and God. One day God would 
come, born of a virgin’s womb, 
and incarnate in human flesh. One 
day God would come to nurse at 
a woman’s breast, to learn at a 
woman’s knee, to suffer all that 
man suffers, to be tempted in all 
in which man is tempted. God 
must come in human form if He 
would be poor like man. God must 
come in human form if He would 
be tempted like man. If God is to 
enter into man’s fears, man’s 
weaknesses, man’s hunger, man’s 
weariness, and man’s sorrow, He 
must come in the flesh. And be- 
fore man can ever feel free to ap- 
proach God, he must see God in 
the flesh, and feel that God knows 
his infirmities and can be touched 
by his weaknesses and sins and 
sorrows! Oh, for a daysman, an 
advocate, a mediator to come be- 
tween us poor sinners and God, 
to plead our case before Him, to 
appeal to His mercy, and to show 
jus His love! 

In the Old Testament, then, God 
gave a system of priesthood, all 
types of the coming High Priest. 
The priest offered the sacrifices 
of the people and poured out the 
blood, showing that God would 
have One to come who would of- 
fer the right blood and thus pay 


The high priest once every year 
went into the holy of holies with 
a basin of blood. He was dressed 
in garments for holiness and bean- 
ty. There was a rich miter upon 
his head and a crown of glory. 
There were shoulder plates on his 
Shoulders and suspended from 


them by golden chains was a

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breastplate with twelve stones en- 
graved with the names of the 
twelve tribes of Israel. There was 
the ephod of blue and the girdle, 
and around the skirt of the ephod 
were embroidered pomegranates 
of blue and purple and scarlet and 
fine twined linen. And between 
the embroidered pomegranates 
were hung. little bells of pure gold, 
a bell and a pomegranate around 
about the hem of the garment. 
Thus washed and purified, anoint- 
ed and set apart, and dressed in 
the garments of beauty and holi- 
ness, the high priest lifted up a 
corner of the veil once every year 
and went into the holy of holies 
to offer the blood ~of atonement. 
But he went into the holy of hol- 
ies as an interloper. He lifted up 
a corner of the veil and went in- 
side. And when he had offered the 
Blood, still there was no door, the 
way was not opened, the veil was 
not torn, so he must have sighed 
as he lifted up the veil and went 
out to the people. In his heart a 
spiritual high priest would have 
said, “J cannot make peace with 
God. I am no proper mediator. J 
am a sinner. My holiness is only 
typical and not real. The blood I 
offer is only symbolically correct. 
The veil is still not torn down and 
the way is still not opened, and 
God has not yet sent a High 
Priest who can make peace for 
His people. I must go back again 
next year and go through the 
same ceremony, knowing in my 
heart that God’s true High Priest 
has not yet come. How long, how 
long until the Anointed of God, 
until the High Priest of high 
priests, the Holy One from Heav- 
en, God in human form, comes to 
enter into the holy place and offer 
the right blood and tear down the 
veil and so make peace with God 
for those who seek Him? How 
long, how long!”’ 


But one day outside Jerusalem, 
crucified on the little hill called 
“the place of a skull,” the Sav- 
iour died, His blood was poured 
out, and He went home to God! 
And THEN the veil was torn in 
two in the temple from the top to 
the bottom and the way into the 
holy of holies was laid bare for the 
heart-hungry eyes of whosoever 
will! 

When Jesus arose from the 
dead, the first one to see Him was 
Mary Magdalene. But Jesus told 
her, ““Touch me not: for I am not 
yet ascended to my Father” (John 
20:17). Why must Mary not touch 
Jesus? 


A little later other disciples saw 
Jesus. “And they came and held 
him by the feet and worshipped 
him” (Matt. 28:9), and Jesus did 
not forbid them. Later: He even 
urged the doubting Thomas to put 
his fingers in the: nail prints and 
spear wound and be convinced 
(John 20:27). Why must He not 
be touched at first when He arose 
from the dead, and a little later 
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invited it? Because, He must in 
His resurrected body ascend to 
Heaven as the High Priest and 
fulfill the type. There in the holy 
of holies in Heaven, He offered 
His own blood and fulfilled His 
priesthood! The day Jesus arose 
from the dead, the outward form 
of His high priestly work was 
done. Then He could return and 
breathe upon His disciples and 
say, “Peace,” and invite them to 
touch Him and handle Him. 


Dearly beloved reader, One has 
been found who is worthy to stand 
between God and man. A High 
Priest has been found who can 
enter into the holy of holies and 
offer the blood, and, lo, the veil 
is all torn down between God and 
man! We have no need of other 
priesthoods. Christ is our High 
Priest forever. 

Hebrews 10:19-23 says: 

“Having therefore, brethren, 
boldness to enter into the holiest 
by the blood of Jesus, By a new 
and living way, which he hath 
consecrated for us, through the 
veil, that is to say, his flesh: And 
having an high priest over the 
house of God; Let us draw near 
with a true heart in full assur- 
ance of faith, having our hearts 
sprinkled from an evil conscience, 
and our bodies washed with pure 
water. Let us hold fast the profes- 
sion of our faith without waver- 
ing (for he is faithful that prom- 
ised).” 

The new and living way into 
the holy of holies is open. There- 
fore, “let us draw near with a true 
heart in full assurance of faith.” 
And “let us hold fast the profes- 
sion of our faith without waver- 
ing (for he is faithful that prom- 
ised,)”” All my assurance is in 
Christ, my Advocate, my Inter- 
mediary, my Daysman, my High 
Priest! The way is open, opened 
by God’s High Priest, who once 
for all has offered the sacrifice 
of His own blood and made peace 
with God. Henceforth sinners need 
no more priests, just as. they need 
no more blood. 


Our. Catholic friends believe 
that the salvation of God is 
brought through the church. They 
believe that God can forgive sins 
through the priests after confes- 
sion. They teach that the virgin 
Mary can make intercession with 
Christ for us. Human hearts, gras- 
ping at straws, pray to all the 
saints. In other words, they be- 
lieve in a proxy religion, and call 
on the church, on a human priest- 
hood, and on saints in glory, and 
on Mary, the mother of Jesus, to 
be mediators, to be intercessory 
priests, to take their part with 
God. But, dear Catholic friend, 
God has only one High Priest to 
speak for sinners, and that is Jesus 
Christ. This He plainly says, “For 
there is one God, and one media- 
tor between God and men, the 
man Christ Jesus” (I Tim. 2:5). 


Hereafter, God wants ‘no proxy 
religion. You may confess your 
sins to a priest, but he cannot for- 
give you. You may pay a covetous 
hireling of the church to say 
masses for the dead but they avail 
nothing at all. You may count 
your beads and say your “Ave 
Marias” (the prayer, “Holy Mary, 
mother of God, pray for us sin- 
ners now and at the hour of our 
death, Amen” often repeated by 
Catholics). But I say to you now, 
on the authority of God’s Word, 
and a8 a mortal man to other dy- 
ing men, no person in all the uni- 
verse of God is fit to be a priest 
and to intercede for sinners with 
God, except Christ Jesus alone. 
There is ONE mediator between 
God and man, the man Christ 
Jesus! | 

Mothers, often Protestant moth- 
ers, bring their little children, 
squirming and _ rebellious, not 
knowing what it is all about, and 
preachers with solemn faces and 
sonorous voices take a bit of wa- 
ter in the hand and pat it on the 
head of the little one. Vows are 
taken by father and mother, or 
godfather and godmother, and the 


|name of the little one is written 


down as a church member, and 
perhaps (God forbid) as a child 
of God. But I say to you that all 
such mockery is foreign to the 
New Testament and contrary to 
the gospel of Christ. There is now 
no proxy for a sinner but Jesus 
Christ alone. He is the only Priest 
God will hear. There is no other 


blood but His for the sacrifice, 
and no other priest but Him to 
come between man and God! I 
beg you, do not let one little one 
ever think that he can at any time 
come to God except by personal 
acquaintance and trust in Jesus 
Christ, our High Priest and Me- 
diator. 

Once for a few days I was in 
revival services at Lake Arthur, 
Louisiana. It is the country of the 
Acadians, Evangeline’s people, 
made famous by Longfellow’s 
poem. They are French-Canadian 
by blood, shipped long ago from 
Canada to what is now southwes- 
tern Louisiana. They speak 
French, and many of them speak 
no English. Most of them are de- 
vout Catholics. How eagerly many 
of them heard the gospel of sal- 
vation by simple faith in Christ. 
Many of them had never heard it 
before. 


One day the pastor, H. H. Stagg, 
and I were carried by a native 
Christian in a launch down the 
Mermentau River. The water hya- 
cinths borne by the water waved 
behind us with the wake of the 
boat. The tall cyprus trees reared 
themselves in the edges of the 
water. Far down the river we 
turned to the bank and there 
found a man and his son chopping 
wood. A giant gum tree had been 
cut down. 

As Pastor Stagg spoke in 
French to the dear man we found 
there, he listened eagerly. The 
gospel story was new to his ears. 
The fact that God loved him and 
that Christ died for him must 
have sounded like good news from 
a far country. His eyes burned 
with intense earnestness as he 
heard. I could speak no French, 
and though he could understand a 
little English he could not speak 
it. Yet I could contain myself no 
longer, and I cried out to him, 
“You need no priest but Jesus!” I 
seized his shoulder and looked in- 
to his face and said it again, “You 
need no priest but Jesus!’ Com- 
prehension flooded his face with 
light. He began to jabber rapidly 
in French to Pastor Stagg. Pastor 
Stagg translated to me what he 
said. It was about like this: “No 
priest but Jesus! It must be so, 
it must be so! I go and confess to 
the priest, but no peace in here!” 
and shaking his head sadly he 
patted his breast. “I go to mass, 
I say many prayers, and yet no 
peace in here!” he said. “I do 
penance, I do all I know to do, 
and yet always I have no peace. 
It must be so, we need no priest 
but Jesus!” 


I was astonished. It did not 
seem possible that in such few 
words the whole plan of salvation 
could be made plain to his dark- 
ened heart. Later when we left I 
asked the pastor if he believed the 
man was truly converted. He 
hoped so but was not sure. 


But that night during the song 
service and. before I arose to 
speak a little procession of three 
came up the aisle of the small 
church. The woodchopper, his six- 
teen-year-old boy and his wife 
came and sat on the front seat. 
When I preached and gave the 
invitation, immediately he -came 
forward to claim Christ publicly. 
With him came the wife and the 
sixteen-year-old boy. They ex- 
plained that the husband and fath- 
er had returned home, had showed 
them that Christ was the only 
priest that anyone needed, that 
salvation was not through church- 
es nor priests nor through Mary, 
but through Jesus Christ alone. 
They had taken Him as their 
High Priest and Saviour, they 
said. We could not but believe 
them! After diligent inquiry, Il 
saw them baptized in beautiful 
Lake Arthur! 


Dear troubled, sin-sick and sin- 
weary soul, the only priest any 
poor sinner ever needed is Jesus 
Christ. He died for you and He 
has made peace with God. He is 
now at the right hand of the 
Father to be your Intercessor, 
your Advocate. 

And if any Christian finds that 
he has stumbled, that he has gone 
wrong, that he has lost his joy, 
that he has grieved God, or that 
he has been unworthy as a Chris- 
tian, let him remember this pre- 
cious promise, “If any man sin, 
we have an advocate with the 
Father, Jesus Christ the right- 
eous” (I John 2:1). 

And Hebrews 4:14-16 says: 

“Seeing then that we have a

The Torn Veil

great high priest, that is passed 
into the heavens, Jesus the Son 
of God, let us hold fast our pro- 
fession. For we have not an high 
priest which cannot be touched 
avith the feeling of our infirmities; 
but was in all points tempted like 
as we are, yet without sin Let 
us therefore come boldly unto the 
throne of grace, that we may ob- 
tain mercy, and find grace to help 
an time of need.” 

We have a high priest. He can 
be touched with our infirmities. 
He knows all our weaknesses, our 
temptations, our sorrows. He Him- 
self was tempted in all points like 
as we are, and yet without sin. 
Therefore, O dear, troubled, faint- 


hearted, sinning one, let us “‘come 
boldly unto the throne of grace, 
that we may obtain* mercy, and 
find grace to help in time of 
need.” 

Hallelujah! We are not orphans! 
We are not sinners without a 


Friend. We are not men without 
a daysman, a mediator! We have 
an High Priest! He has entered 
into the holy of holies, has ap- 
peared just and pure and holy be- 
fore God, has offered His own 
blood, and has sat down on the 
right hand of the Father forever. 
He has torn down the veil, and 
now there is no more a barrier be- 
tween God and man. The way is 
open and all who will may come 
in boldly and find mercy. Hallelu- 
jah! Hallelujah! 


Ill, The Barrier of a Chosen 
People and Particular Place 
Removed at the Cross 

In some sense the temple wor- 
ship was Jewish worship. Remem- 
ber that an outer court was the 
“Court of the Gentiles’ and they 
could not come nearer to the tem- 
ple. They were afar off, with no 
chance to enter into the holy of 
holies where the living presence 
of God was. Between the court of 
the Gentiles and the court of the 
priests was a “middle wall of par- 
tion.”” But when Jesus died on the 
cross and the veil in the temple 
was rent in twain from the top 
to the bottom, surely other won- 
derful things happened in the tem- 


ple. The middle wall of partition 
between Jew and Gentile was 
broken down. Ephesians 2:11-18 


Says: 
“Wherefore 
being in time 


remember, that ye 
past Gentiles in the 
flesh, who are called Uncircumci- 
sion by that which is called the 
Circumcision in the flesh made by 
hands; That at that time ye were 
without Christ, being aliens from 
the commonwealth of Israel, and 
strangers from the covenants of 
promise, having no hope, and with- 
oul God in the world: But now 
an Christ Jesus ye who sometimes 
were far off are made nigh by the 
blood of Christ. For he is our 
peace, who hath made both one, 
and hath broken down the middle 
avall of partition between us; Hav- 
ing abolished in his flesh the en- 
mity, even the law of command- 
ments contained in ordinances; for 
to make in himself of twain one 
mew man, so making peace; And 
that he might reconcile both unto 
God in one body by the cross, hav- 
ing slain the enmity thereby: And 
came and preached peace to you 
which were afar off, and to them 
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that were nigh, For through him 
iwe both have access by one Spirit 
unto the Father.” 

How wonderful is verse 14, that 
“he is our peace.’ Christ is peace 
for the Jews and peace likewise 
for the Gentiles. He broke down 
“the middle wal of partition be- 
tween us” (Vs. 14). Now we who 
were far off are made nigh. He 
has reconciled both in one body 
by the cross. It is through Jesus 
alone that we have access by one 
Spirit unto the Father! 


Let us imagine that on that tra- 
gic day (a strange unreal day it 
must have been) a stranger draws 
near Jerusalem. He is a Gentile; 
he comes from a far, far country. 
In his heart there has been burn- 
ing a conviction that he is a Sin- 
ner and a sense of his need of God. 
He has heard that God has. re- 
vealed Himself to the Jews. He 
comes to Jerusalem, to find, if he 
can, the way to God. 

As he draws near the city of 
Jerusalem, he sees gleaming in the 
distance the golden towers and 
the gold-plated roof of that mar- 
velous building, the temple. “Ah!” 
he thinks, “if I can only come into 
the temple and into the very pres- 
ence of the God of the Heaven and 
the earth what joy it will be!” 


As he comes in from the west 
he finds no one about the gates of 
the city. The streets seem strange- 
ly deserted. Perhaps he.does not 
know that outside the city gate 
this day the Lord of Glory has 
been crucified, and about the three 
crosses there mill the multiplied 
thousands of inhabitants. No other 
day like this has ever come to 
Jerusalem. The sky has been black 
these last three hours. Fear and 
awe have stricken the city. Those 
who were at the crucifixion per- 
haps have not been able to return, 
and await the lightening of that 
awful pall of darkness that covers 
the earth. Or those who have re- 
turned have crept, perhaps, into 
their own homes. In the darkness, 
the Gentile traveler, the hungry- 
hearted sinner, makes his way the 
best he can toward the place 
where he saw the temple from a 
distance hours ago. But as he 
walks down the street the sky be- 
comes light, the earth shakes and 
trembles. Strange things have hap- 
pened. He finds himself at the 
very gate of the temple. He walks 
in through the court of the Gen- 
tiles. The middle wall of partition 
is broken down and there is no 
one to stop him, so he walks 
Straight into the court of the 
priests. He looks strangely at the 
big brazen altar where the sacri- 
fices have been offerd, so many 
thousands of them. He walks 
through the great leaved doors 
into the holy place, and examines, 
perhaps with a fleeting. glance, 
the goiden lamps of the candle- 
stick, the table of the shewbread, 
the altar of incense. But before 
his eyes, he sees that the holy of 
holies is opened also. The veil has 
been torn in two from top to the 
bottom. He can see the ark of the 
covenant and the mercy seat lid 
above it and there, lo, the very 
presence of God seems revealed in 
fire and smoke. It is the Shekinah 
glory! 

If such a stranger did not un- 
derstand the meaning, then he 
need but learn that Christ, the 
Son of God, God’s Lamb of sacri- 
fice, God's High Priest has just 
died outside the city and the mid- 
dle wall of partition is torn down 
as Well as the veil of the temple. 
Thus he who was a Gentile and 
not a Jew has been enabled to 
see into the very holy of holies 


‘and to walk therein. 


Perhaps this supposed case nev- 
er happened. But I tell you that in 
the spiritual sense it has _ hap- 
pened. When Christ died upon the 
cross, Whatever difference there 
was between Jew and Gentile was 
taken-away and now “whosoever 
will, let him come.” 

I do not mean that Gdd ever 
failed to save any sinner who came 
to Him, whether Jew or Gentile. 
God has always been no respecter 
of persons. He was as quick and 
tender to forgive the multitudes 
of Nineveh as to receive His peo- 
ple in Judah. He saved the Syrian 
captain, Naaman, by faith, just as 
he saved Abel or Noah or Abra- 
ham. But the Bible was by the 
Jews, the prophets were Jews, and 
Christ Himself was a Jew. God 


had chosen to reveal Himself to 
the world through Israel. The 
temple was a Jewish temple. The 
priests were Jewish priests. The 
sacrifices were brought according 
to Jewish law. But now, praise 
God, the Gentiles who were far 
off are made nigh, the middle 
wall of partition is broken down, 
and we are made nigh by the 
blood of Christ! 


It is true that as a nation God 
has certain plans and certain 
promises for Jews. But as _ indi- 
viduals under the gospel, there is 
no Jew nor Greek, no bond nor 
free, no male nor female. All sin- 
ners alike can come to God 
through the torn veil and over the 
broken down wall of partition. 


In Leviticus 17:1-5, God com- 
manded that every sacrifice must 
be brought to the door of the taber- 
nacle (or, later, to the temple) to 


be only one place of sacrifice. 
Through the years it was counted 
a sin for Jews to sacrifice in their 
high places, on mountains or un- 
der trees. 


When Jesus talked to the wo- 
man at the well of Sychar in Sa- 
maria, she chided him that the 
Jews insisted on worship at Jeru- 
salem ~while Samaritans had wor- 
shiped in Mount Gerizim (John 4: 
20). But listen to the answer of 
Jesus: 


“Woman, believe me, the hour 
cometh, when ye shall neither im 
this mountain, nor yet at Jerusa- 


ship ye know not what: we know 
what we worship: for salvation is 
of the Jews. But the hour cometh, 
and now is, when the true wor- 
shippers shall worship the Father 
in spirit and in truth: for the 
Father seeketh such to worship 
him” . John 4:21-23. 

Jesus meant that the hour was 
soon coming when it would be 
made plain to all that God wanted 
worship in the heart by true peo- 
ple who sought Him in spirit. So 
when Jesus faced the sorrows of 
Calvary, He cried out to Jerusa- 
lem, “Behold, your house is left 
unto you desolate” (Matt. 23:38; 
Luke 13:35). 

When the veil was torn down in 
the temple and the middle wall of 
partition was broken down, as 
Jesus died, then the temple was 
left desolate without the presence 
of Ged. And by this God means to 
make clear that any troubled 
heart anywhere, at home or 
abroad, in church house or in the 
field, in the prayer closet or toss- 
ing on a bed of suffering, can look 
to God by faith and walk in 
through the torn veil to the pres- 
ence of God! In the matter of sal- 
vation there are no favored peo- 
ple and no chosen place. Since 
Jesus died there are no barriers 
left between a sinner and God. 


Conclusion: The Only Thing 
That Can Keep Men 
From God 


We may safely say, then, that 
God has turned His smile upon 
men who are willing to come by 
faith in Christ and the work He 
has done. If God and men are yet 
strangers and enemies, it is no 
fault of God’s. He has provided 
Himself a Lamb which pays for 
man’s sins. He has anointed His 
own Son to be a High Priest to 
make intercession for us. He has 
torn down all the barriers that 
stood between sinning men and a 
holy God. He has lovingly invited 
all to come. aM 

And are you yet af alien from 
God? Is your conscience still 
weighed down with sins of guilt? 
Do you fear death? Are you not 
fit to die and not fit to live be- 
cause you cannot meet God in 
peace? Then, dear friend, there 
can only be one reason. That rea- 
son is your own stubborn, rebel- 
lious will. You will not come by 
God’s way, through the torn veil. 
You will not trust in the blood 
that Christ had shed for you to 
pay for all your sins. You will not 
accept Jesus Christ as your High 
Priest to settle for you the sin 
question. 

God has done all that a just and 
holy God can do to make sinners 
at peace with Himself. Then to- 
Gay I beg you, confess your sin, 
open your heart to the peace that 
Christ has made for you on the 
cross. Believe that He loves, that 
He has paid, that He receives you 
today. Dear sinner, today walk in 
through the torn veil into the 
sweet presence of God and there 


find redemption already purchased 


be offered to God. There was to] 


lem, worship the Father. Ye wor-' 


and peace already made and sal- 
vation already given to whosoever 
will receive it! There are now no 
barriers between God and men, 
if men are but willing to trust 
Jesus Christ and come. 

If you will cast yourself wholly 
on the mercies of God and come 
to Him today by trusting in Christ, 
will you not settle it in your heart 
definitely and then mail to me 
the following statement?
